Her body was recovered Saturday morning 
about 9:40 a.m. by dive team members from Crawford and 
Kalkaska County Sheriff Departments. , 

Ross was in the boat with her 17-year old son and another 
passenger, 40 years old. The boat was operating a full speed 
in the west bay of the lake when the driver apparently lost 
control momentarily and the boat turned sharply throwing 
the three passengers, according to the Crawford County 
Sheriff’s Dept. The other two passengers were rescued by 
Mick McNamara in a pontoon boat.

AuSable River Landmark

The Salling Dam, built in 
1914, is in need of repair, but 
it apparently will remain as 
an AuSable River landmark. 
A 1981 U.S, Army Corps of 


Engineers’ study of the dam 


recommended several 
repairs but it did net 
recommend the dam _ be 
removed as some Grayling 
residents feared it might. 

“I do not believe there is 


= «ff at, 


| any danger of them taking 


the dam out,” said Jerry 
Morford, Grayling City 
Manager, after attending a 


; meeting with Army Corps of 
} Engineers and DNR of- 


ficials. ‘‘They will present a 
plan to prevent further ero- 
sion to the owners of the dam 
and that should take care of 
any problem there for 
awhile. They were worried 
that if the dam was allowed 
to deteriorate several more 
years without maintenance, 
it might pose a threat.” 

Morford said he attended 
the meeting at the request of 
property owners with land 
adjacent to the backwaters 
of the dam (called Salling 
Lake in the study), and 
because he felt the Salling 
Dam’s future is tied into the 
future of the small dam in 
downtown Grayling. 

Morford said the study of 
Salling Dam was part of a 
national study made on all 
dams over a certain height. 
The downtown Grayling dam 
was not big enough to be in- 
cluded in the study. Mayor 
Sandy Thompson, after 
seeing the study and hearing 
Morford’s report at the July 
27 City Council meeting, said 
the dam probably could have 
been repaired for less than 

‘the cost it tock to make the 
70-page Army Corps Salling 
dam study. 

The dam, located between 
Old Dam Road and AuSable 
Trail, was built around 1914 
to generate electricity for 
the Grayling Electric Com- 
pany. The dam produced 
hydro-electric power for 
about 25 years and then was 
sold in i954 to the Sailing

City Signs Transportation Agreement

The City of Grayling 
became the first local 
government unit to sign an 
agreement to form a county- 
wide transportation 
authority. 

Grayling Township and 
Crawford County are expect- 
ed to follow soon with their 
signatures. After the three 
units have signed, the propo- 
sal heads for Lansing, where 
it could take six months for 
approval by the Attorney 
General and Governor, 


The proposal calls for a 
five-person board to control 
all transportation in the 
county. Under the current 
agreement, the City of Gray- 


ling will have one represen- 
tative on the board, the coun- 
ty will have two, and Gray- 
ling Township will have two. 
The representation is based 
on population and services 
needed, 


The City of Grayling 
signed the agreement at 
their regular council 
meeting July 27. City Mana- 
ger Jerry Morford said at 
that meeting any financial 
contribution the city makes 
will be about 12 percent of 
the total needed from the 
local government units. The 
12 percent total is based on a 
formula of population, ser- 
vices, and state equalized 
values (S.E.V.) and will 


change as those three fac- 
tors change. Also, other 
townships are eligible to en- 
ter the transportation 
authority and additional 
members will change the 
percentage of local contribu- 
tions. 

The transportation agree- 
ment will immediately af- 
fect Crawford County Public 
Transit (Dial-A-Ride) and 
the Grayling McNamara air- 
port, 


Public Transit Coordina- 
tor Chet Johnston said a five- 
person board will have more 
time than county commis- 
sioners to direct county 
transportation. He also said 
there will be more grant 


money available for Dial-A- 
Ride and the airport, 

“A transportation author- 
ity is a much better way to 
run things,”’ Johnston said. 

Johnston said Crawford 
County is a step ahead on its 
neighboring counties in pro- 
viding public transportation.

counties have only started 


dial-a-ride services in the 
Jast two years.

The transportation 
authority will also oversee 
bus, rail, car rentals, and 
any other public transporta- 
tion = operations. = The 
authority will have no tax-

the dam breaks. The study 
recommends five steps to 


help prevent any dam 
failure. 
First, the concrete 


spillway should be repaired 
or replaced. The study says 
the concrete walls of the 
spillway are _— heavily 
damaged from weathering 
and have cracks one to three 
inches wide. One concrete 
piece — 9 feet long, 2 feet 
wide, and 15 inches thick — 
is broken out from the wall. 

The study also recom- 
mends the trees and brush 
be removed from the ear- 
then walls of the dams and a 
grass cover planted to pro- 
tect against erosion. The 
Slopes of the earth walls also 
need to be repaired. 

The study furthermore 
recommends a warning sys- 
tem be installed to. notify 
people downstream during 
high flood stages or other 


emergency situations. 

And finally, an inspection 
and maintenance plan 
should be developed. 


The dam is about 225 feet 
long and has a concrete wall 
about 15 inches thick within 
an earth embankment. The 
depth or length of the con- 
crete wall within the em- 
bankment isn’t known. 

There’s an emergency 
spillway located southwest 
of the main dam. It’s a broad 
dike about 150 feet with a 
grass cover leading to a 
man-made pond. Beyond the 
pond is an old creek bed that 
drains into the AuSable far- 
ther downstream. 

The — erosion-prevention 
plan - which could differ 
from the original Army Cor- 
ps study recommendations-~ 
is expected to be presented 
te the dam owners in two to 
four weeks.

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The state’s attorney general is 
working on two separate fronts to 
protect consumers against 
questionable mortgage practices. 

With the advent of creative finan- 
cing with spiraling property costs 
and mortgage interest rates, certain 
lenders have been adding some 
‘creative’ contract of their own 
with the result being even more 
costs to the consumer. 

Attorney General Frank J. Kelley 
has already served notice of intend- 
ed legal action against a Harper 
Woods mortgage company, which 
he charged, requires homeowners to 
incorporate as a business in order to 
qualify for a second mortgage. 

Kelley charged the requirement to 
incorporate allows the mortgage 
company to bypass the state usury 
laws and charge more than double 
the legal interest rate on second 
mortgages. 

The attorney general said that the 
company, Manor Mortgage, is con- 
fusing prospective borrowers on the 
terms and conditions of credit trans- 
actions and is failing to reveal 
material facts which mislead the 
consumers and which the consumers 
could not be expected to know on 
their own. 

By requiring a potential borrower 
to incorporate himself, Kelley 
charged the company could usurp 
the usury law which limits a second 
mortgage interest rate to 7 percent. 

Kelley also has threatened to go to 
court if two large mortgage lenders 
do not agree to stop invoking a “‘due 
on sale’’ clause on the mortgages of 
people trying to sell their homes by 
land contracts or mortgage assump- 
tions. 

Those companies are Detroit and 
Northern Savings and Loan and Fir- 
st Federal Savings and Loan. 

Due on sale clauses require a 
homeowner to pay off the balance of 
the loan before allowing a home to 
be sold on a land contract or assum-

ption. 

Kelley said they create an unrea- 
sonable restraint on the ability of a 
person to sell a home. 

The attorney general said that 
other lending institutions invoke the 
clause but a legal judgment against 
the two named savings and loans 
would then compel the others to 
stop the practice. 

Kelley said it was unlikely that 
persons who had been forced to pay 
off their mortgages could get any 
retribution if the practice is stopped. 

He charged that the two lenders 
were invoking the clauses in order to 
force home buyers to get mortgages 
at higher interest rates than that of 
an assumable mortgage or a land 
contract. 

A 1977 Court of Appeals decision 
ruled regular use of due on sale 
clauses were unenforceable and an 
unreasonable restraint on a person’s 
right to buy and sell property. The 
Supreme Court upheld that decision 
when it refused to hear an appeal. 

A lender can only use a due on sale 
clause when it can prove that a pros- 
pective buyer is a bad credit risk, 
Kelley said. If the due on sale prac- 
tice is stopped, there is a chance len- 
ders will try to slow up sales by 
claiming that people are bad risks, 
he added. 

Kelley said complaints have come 
in from many people on the practice 
and realtors have told his office the 
practice has had a ‘“‘catastrophic’’ 
effect on real estate sales. 

Such clauses have been outlawed 
in other states through legislative 
action, Kelley reported and added, 
‘put our Legislature seems to have 
a case of judicial timidity.” 

Joining in on the suit will be the 
Financial Institutions Bureau, 
whose director Martha Seger, said 
routine use of due on sale clauses is 
illegal and that her bureau will take 
action against other lenders who 
improperly use the clause.

This Agreement made and entered into by and between the 
CITY OF GRAYLING, A Municipal Corporation of Grayling, 
Michigan, and the TOWNSHIP OF GRAYLING, A Municipal 
Subdivision, which is adjacent to and surrounds the City of 
Grayling; both City and Township governments being within the 
County of Crawford, State of Michigan; the City of Grayling 
hereinafter being referred to as ‘‘City’’ and the Township of 
Grayling hereinafter being referred to as ‘“fownship”’. 

WHEREAS there is a demonstrated need for the establish- 
ment of an agreement between the City and the Township for 
maintenance and care of Elmwood Cemetery; 

AND WHEREAS the City has maintained Elmwood Ceme- 
tery for a period of years, and operating costs have risen drama- 
tically during the past decade; 

AND WHEREAS the City and the Township population has 
increased from time to time and it being to the best interest of 
both the City and the Township to enter into an agreement to 
provide cemetery facilities for both municipalities under one 
department in order to meet the growing needs of the two 
municipalities and to provide for the expansion, improvement, 
addition, maintenance and operation of such a joint enterprise 
and the necessary funds to carry out the same; 

AND WHEREAS the parties hereto possess in common the 
power Lo study, discuss and recommend policies for the solution 
and the implementing of the problems of direct concern to the 
nerformance af their constitutional and atatutory functions and 
expend public funds for these purposes; 

NOW THEREFORE, in consideration of the mutual terms, 
covenants and conditions herein agreed, the parties agree as 
follows: 

1. The purpose of this Agreement shall be to provide for the 
participation of the City and the Township jointly to provide 
cemetery facilities as hereinafter setforth which shall be bud- 
geted by the respective municipalities by resolution of their 
respective governing bodies from year to year; 

2. The day-to-day administration of this joint enterprise 
shall be vested in the City Manager under the general policy 
direction of an authority consisting of one representative ap- 
pointed by the City and one by the Township, together with the 
Cemetery Sexton. 

3. Contributions shall bo made on a 60/50 basie between the 
City and the Township by the parties to this agreement from the 

treasuries or other available public funds of the parties for the 
purpose of defraying the costs or providing the benefits herein 
accruing to each of the parties to this agreement. 

All such payments of public funds shall be paid to and dis- 
bursed by the City Treasurer who shall be strictly accountable 
for all funds and responsible for reporting to the parties hereto 
concerning all receipts and disbursements. 

4. Contributions shall be net of expenses less receipts, 

5. Funds shall be placed annually in a perpetual care fund 
and shall be invested with interest to be kept. in a special account 
until such time as the earned interest shall support cemetery 
operations. Ail funds paid into the perpetual care fund after July 
1, 1981 shall remain in the said fund and shall not be returned to 
either party to this agreement in the event of later cancellation 
of said agreement. 

6. The building of any buildings to house the cemetery 
equipment shall be shared on a 50/50 basis between the City and 
the Township. 

7. This Agreement shall continue in effect until it ig rescin- 
ded or terminated by mutual agreement by the parties hereto or 
by one year written notice by either party. 

8. Upon termination of this Agreement any money or 
property in possession of the authority after the payment of all 
costs, expenses and charges validly incurred under this 
Agreement shail be returned to the parties in proportion to their 
contribution determined as of the time of termination. 

9. This Agreement shall be approved by, amended by and/or 
terminated by proper resolutions passed by the governing Boar- 
ds of the respective municipalities. 

10. This Agreement shall become effective upon its execu- 
tion by the City of Grayling and the Township of Grayling.
